Those people who are surprised at the appear­ 
ance of the 19 42 automobiles will find an ex plan­ 
ation in an editorial that recently appeared in 
the New York Times. We quote: 
‘There is some confusion in the public mind 
about the 19 42 models of passeng er automobiles 
which now are making their bid for acceptance 
This confusion arises from two sources: First, a 
failure to understand the cy cle of motor car an­ 
nual model production and, seccnd. a fear of re­ 
duced quality because of the use of alternate 
materials in place of certain strateg ic materials 
now under priority for national defense. This fear 
has been increased by unwise “ hurry -up” sales 
arg uments by automobile dealers who should 
hav e known better. Led to ex pect v ery plain and 
subdued ex teriors for the cars to be offered this 
Fall, the motor-car buy er sees automobiles g lis­ 
tening with more ‘brig htwork’ than ev er and 
beg ins to hav e doubts about what may be under 
the hood or in the chassis. 
"With reg ard to the lav ish use of shining 
trim, it should be pointed out that nearly all 
manufacturers hav e had this material in stock 
for months. It was already in finished form be­ 
fore the demand for defense purposes arose, and 
could not be conv erted back into raw material. 
Clearly the only course was to use it for the 
purpose for which it had been fabricated. When 
this stock runs out, such eliminations of ‘brig ht- 
work’ as are necessary will be made by the whole 
industry at the same time, probably at about the 
turn of the y ear. But elimination of all brig ht 
trim will not be necessary . Research has discov ­ 
ered new methods of substitution. 
“ In the more important matter of chassis 
and eng ine parts the laboratory has likewise 
enabled the automobile industry to meet the 
emerg ency without sacrifice to quality . Harden­ 
ing and surface treatment of lig ht steel and iron 
pistons hav e broug ht them to a point where many 
eng ineers consider them superior to the softer 
and more easily worked aluminum. Prog ress in 
bearing manufacture has produced units capable 
of taking the loads imposed by heav ier pistons, 
themselv es 
hav ing g reater 
streng th 
and en­ 
durance, with ample marg ins of safety . In short, 
the new models hav e actually been improv ed in 
some 
respects 
throug h 
the 
use of alternate 
materials.”

ROOSEVELT’S WAR 


(New York Dally New*) 


Cong ress By passed 
Roosev elt’s War, we think, Is the correct name 
for the war in which we are eng ag ing more in­ 
timately ev ery day . Win or lose, this war should 
be known to history as Roosev elt’s War, because 
President Franklin D. Roosev elt is the man who 
has g ot us into it as far as we now are, and is 
taking us deeper Into it. 
The process beg an with the “ Lease-Lend” bill 
last Winter—H. R. 1776—which we called, cor­ 
rectly as it turns out, the War Dictatorship Bill. 
Shooting orders in this war were issued by Mr. 
Roosev elt on Sept. 11, 19 41, when he announced 
that United States Nav y ships thenceforth were 
to fire on German or Italian v essels of war 
caug ht in “ the waters the protection of which is 
necessary for American defense.” 
This declaration of war on Germany and Italy 
was issued by our first President to be elected for 
a third term in v iolation of our unwritten Con­ 
stitution. It was issued by him in v iolation of our 
written Constitution, which states (Art. I, Sec. 8 , 
Subd. 11): 
“ The Cong ress shall hav e power . . . To declare 
war, g rant letters of marque and reprisal, and 
>iles concerning captures on land and 
make 
water.” 
First Blood 
The first American casualty list in this war 
was published y esterday —the names of 11 men 
missing and believ ed dead and 10 injured in the 
torpedoing last Friday morning by a German 
submarine of the U. S. destroy er Kearny about 
350 m iles southwest of Iceland. 
Berlin y esterday said that a former U. S. de­ 
stroy er (presumably one of the 50 ov erag e ones 
g iv en to Britain in September, 19 40) had been 
sunk recently a fter a 3-day battle, but stated 
that it was a lie to say the Kearny had been 
hit by a German submarine. 
Any way , the Kearny was 
somehow hit by 
somebody in the course of the Battle of the At­ 
lantic; and any way , our first fig hters hav e now 
been killed in this war. 
Greer Case 
The Kearny episode is bloodier than the Greer 
episode, but no more indicativ e of how far we 
hav e now g one into the war. 
It wa s on Sept. 4, a week before the Presi­ 
dent issued the shooting orders to the Nav y , that 
a German submarine fired two torpedoes at the 
U. 8. destroy er Greer, and missed both times. 
It 
came out la ter that the Greer had been tipped 


THE R IGHT OF OPPOSITION 


If there is any one thing we need to learn 
throug hout the world, it is for people to hav e 
the rig ht of opposition. 
I hav e just been reading , “ The Reconstruction 
of Europe” , a fter the Napoleonic wars. It re­ 
cites how the Cong ress of 18 14 and 18 15 at 
Vienna established conditions in Europe that pre­ 
v ented a world war for 100 y ears. The whole 
crux of the settlement was that those at the 
head of g ov ernments so recog nized certain in­ 
herent rig hts and principles of the citizens that 
they could permit opposition. 
Opposition dev elops efficiency . Without oppo­ 
sition, a g ov ernment, an indiv idual, a business, 
or a relig ion, tends to become arrog ant, auto­ 
cratic and ty rannical. 
A true republican form of g ov ernment is one 
that permits opposition. A real relig ion or real 
Christianity , also permits opposition. A real busi­ 
ness aims to g row by serv ing its customers bet­ 
ter than any opposition. 
In short, when a person will not tolerate 
opposition, he is in a poor position to serv e his 
fellowman. This applies also to relig ions, and to 
g ov ernments.

What these incidents add up to is that our 
Nav y is furnishing some kind of conv oy serv ice 
to British as well as American merchant ships 
between here and Iceland; while American sol 
diers and marines are on duty in Iceland, deep 
in the war zone, side by side with the British. 
So we are jn the war. We are there by declara­ 
tion of the President, who neg lected to ask Con­ 
g ress to declare war because, we believ e, he 
thoug ht Cong ress would refuse. He had that 203- 
202 v ote before him as ev idence. 
If President Roosev elt pilots the United States 
to a complete and comparativ ely cheap v ictory , 
with say not ov er a half million American sol­ 
diers; if he then establishes the “ four freedoms” 
throug hout the earth, and rejuv enates the a l­ 
ready rather moldy freedoms of Americans—then 
he will be hailed as one of the g reatest men of 
all time. “ Roosev elt’s War” will be 
a proud 
label indeed, if that comes to pass. 
But suppose it does not work out that way . 
We cannot see how Hitler can be conquered ex ­ 
cept by big g er, better equipped and better trained 
armies meeting his armies on land and smashing 
them. That will require an A. E. F. II, and a big ­ 
g er one than last time, as thing s look now. Ev en 
if it wins, this A. E. F. will lose a lot of v aluable 
y oung men. Valuable to their families, any how. 
Suppose it doesn’t win. Suppose the war turns 
into a long , bloody stalemate—a g hastly draw. 
Or suppose A. E. F. II sets up bridg eheads on 
Europe’s west coast only to hav e them hammered 
back into the sea by Hitler’s fig hting men. Such 
a rev ersal may occur. There is no g uarantee al­ 
ready written in the book of Fate that it will 
not. What if it does occur? 
Well, a war is a g ood deal like a drunken 
debauch—more fun to g et into than to g et out of. 
“ Roosev elt’s War,” if it prov es disastrous, will be 
any thing but a proud label. But win, lose or draw, 
it should be called Roosev elt’s War, because he

What is Roosev elt’s Policy ? 
Important and 
astounding as 
is this new thinking , people are a 
long way y et from, g oing along 
with Roosev elt’s policies. 
This is 
chiefly true because people do not 
seem to know whether Roosev elt 
has any clear-cut foreig n policy . 
They would like to know; and 
a g reat number would be willing 
to follow the President—ev en into 
war—if they trusted him. 
A sur 
prising number ev en think that 
entrance into the war may be 
necessary and tha t it would be 
better to g et it ov er soon rather 
than drag it out indefinitely . But 
they are confused by the failure 
of the President to

tacked the Nazi U-boat, and that 
the Greer actually was bearing 
down on the submarine when it 
turned back and fired. 
So when the Kearny is torpe­ 
doed, the av erag e Midwesterner 
is skeptical 
as to what really 
happened. 
Nav y Censorship 
Ag ain, the av erag e Main Street­ 
er has no idea that the U. S. 
Nav y was putting g uns on Pana­ 
ma’s ships until a couple of them 
were sunk and Panama objected 
to the g uns. 
Most Midwesterners 
didn’t care v ery much if U. S. 
g uns were on Panama ships, and 
a lot approv ed. 
But they would 
like to hav e known about it in 
adv ance, instead of hav ing it leak 
out by accident. 
Result is that they now wonder 
what else has been g oing on that 
they don’t know about. 
Also the Nav y ’s censorship has 
g iv en rise to a lot of wild rumors 
about shooting matches on the

than is justified about secret in­ 
ternational mov es made by the 
White House. 
Result—the 
big g est complaint 
y ou hear in the Midwest is: “ If 
the President would only tell us 
what he’s doing ! 
We’re not chil­ 
dren! 
We know we hav e to help 
Russia ev en if the Communists 
don’t believ e in relig ion. But why 
does the President hav e to make 
such a queer announcement about 
the Russians bring ing back relig ­ 
ion? 
Is he try ing to fool us? ” 
That’s about what it boils down 
to. Folks in that part of the coun­ 


try feel they are out of knee- 
breeches. 
They don’t g et much 
kick 
out of 
sleig ht-of-hand in 
these serious times. 
And while 
they don’t want war, they mig ht 
be willing to g o to war if they 
were led, not blindfolded, but with 
their ey es open. 
FDR’s Bog g ing Details 
Almost one y ear ag o, shortly 
after Roosev elt was re-elected for 
a third term, Russell Leffing well, 
a partner of the mig hty house of 
J . P. Morg an, called at the White 
House. Roosev elt and Leffing well 
hav e been on the opposite sides 
of many fig hts, but despite that 
they enjoy an old friendship dat­ 
ing back to the day s of Woodrow 
Wilson when FDR was Assistant 
Secretary of the Nav y and Lef­ 
fing well was Under Secretary of 
the Treasury . 
So Leffing well v olunteered to his 
old friend this frank piece of ad­ 
v ice: 
“ You hav e two big jobs, Mr. 
President. One is to be President, 
the other to lead the nation. And 
as I look back^ on it, that was 
the one g reat thing 
Woodrow 
Wilson forg ot. 
That was why he 
lost the country after the war. 
“ He g ot snarled up in the de 
tails of administration and forg ot 
the broader problem of leadership. 
And that was why Herbert Hoov er 
nev er could lift up the country 
and lead it on the road out of 
the depression. 
He g ot bog g ed 
down with administration details. 
He forg ot to lead the nation.” 
Leffing well has not been to the 
White House lately . 
But if he 
had, he 
could point 
out v ery 
truthfully that Roosev elt, as nev er 
before, is out of touch with the 
people. For eig ht y ears he made 
periodic trips across the country 
No President ev er trav elled as 
much as he. 
His critics called it 
politics, but whatev er the label 
the real fact was that he made 
the country acquainted with what 
he was doing . 
He led the na­ 
tion. 
But today Roosev elt’s time is 
taken 
up with admirals, 
war 
strateg ists, diplomats and the de­ 
tails of defense. He has his nose 
to the g rindstone as nev er before. 
He sees no more of the country , 
g ets no more feel of the people 
than he can snatch from the train 
window between Washing ton and 
Hy de Park. 
And in the Midwest, a t least, 
the people miss his leadership.

Some “ institutions” 
of this g eneral character, she said, 
had lost public confidence and 
this loss has resulted in reg ula­ 
tion of the railroads, which she 
described as "priv ate enterprise 
fraug ht with public interest,” the 
telephone and teleg raph, the stock 
ex chang es and banks.
